This country, with a population of about 1,300,000, (last estimated in 1999) in 2008 issued a 
slew of new stamps, 30 sheets in all, which to me seems predicated on separating collectors from 
their money. I’m sure that the citizens of Guinea-Bissau don’t see these issues, let alone use 
them. In addition to these recent 30 sheets and many more going back to 2001, none has been 
assigned Scott numbers. I’m not sure whether Stanley Gibbons or the other stamp listing entities 
recognized these issues . The last set of bird stamps issued 9/10/91 was the last set assigned Scott 
numbers. 


In addition, Scott Publishing Company has not assigned numbers to any issues for this country since 
late 1998. Some of these issues have been listed by Randy Shore, prior author of Ornithology, and I 
also have listed a few of Guinea-Bissau issues with no Scott assigned numbers. What issuing status 
does Scott Publishing place this country in or what problems keep them from bringing this country’s 
stamps up-to-date is unknown. The following issues I’m listing herein is to make known these stamp 
issues to the membership, should they have an interest in obtaining them from dealers, if they are 
available, and if they will eventually, or not, be recognized and considered legitimate for numbering by 
Scott Publishing Company, only time will tell.
